Lady  Franklin  Bay  Expedition  to  Northern  Greenland  (1881-1884), 
Lieutenant  (now  Major-General)  A.  W.  Greely  commanding.  They 
reached  Lockwood  Island,  North  Greenland,  May  13,  1882,  the  highest 
north  of  all  time,  83°  24'  N. — 40°  46'  W.,  thus  acquiring  the  honors 
from  England,  which  were  hers  for  three  centuries.  Two  days  were 
passed  in  making  scientific  and  astronomical  observations. 

Operti  was  commissioned  to  paint  these  pictures,  The  Rescue  having 
been  ordered  for  the  Navy  Department  by  Secretary  of  the  Navy  W.  E. 
Chandler,  and  the  War  Department  detailed  Sergeant  (now  Brig.- 
General)  D.  L.  Brainard  to  assist  Mr.  Operti  with  details.  Keys  identify 
the  characters  in  both  paintings.  They  were  illustrated  in  the  New 
York  Times  April  14,  1929,  and  July  31,  1932,  respectively.  The  pictures 
are  entirely  authentic,  the  officers,  including  Commander  Schley,  having 
granted  constant  sittings  for  portraits. 

Albert  Operti  (1852-1927)  was  born  in  Turin,  and  studied  in  Paris 
and  New  York.  He  accompanied  Peary  in  1896  and  1897  at  Peary’s 
own  urgent  request,  on  two  voyages,  from  which  he  brought  back  a 
wealth  of  notes,  studies  and  sketches,  suffering  much  hardship  and 
danger  to  obtain  them.  Operti  was  recognized  by  all  authorities  as  an 
expert  in  the  portrayal  of  Arctic  scenes.  He  was  one  of  the  official  artists 
selected  by  the  government  for  the  Chicago  Fair,  and  in  1912  became  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  New 
York.
